1 . (Currently Amended) A method of providing electronic procurement to a purchasing 
entity comprising: 

accessing a database containing variable elements of an on-line catalog, the elements 
including items suppliabte by a vendor; 

constructing an electronic catalog having one or more pages by selecting elements to be 
included in the pages, and providing commercial terms applicable to the included elements, 
where the selecting and providing steps arc performed consistent with contract terms between the 
purchasing entity and the vendor^ wherein said commercial terms include both intrinsic terms and 
extrinsic te rms; ' 

providing electronic access to the catalog to users authorized by the purchasing entity; 

providing an interfa ce to one or mo re documents that an authorized user can access, 
which one or m ore docil mcnts in clude the commercial terms applicable to a set of elements the 
user may wish to select; 

providing a selected page of the catalog to the user in response to user input : and 

forwarding an order to a vendor for fulfillment, wherein the orde r includes th e intrinsic 

i 

and extrinsic terms required to satisfy the order . 

2. (Currently Amended) A system for an electronic procurement site comprising: 
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a database including a plur ality of variable e lements of an on-line catalog, the elements 
including items suppliabl c by a vendor: 

a server couple d to the database providing an access interface to access and read from 
said a database ^Ttommg^wiit^ 

fl^ppl4ftblo-by-a-vondof , said .server providing an interface to one, o r mor e documents that an 
authorized user can access, which one or more docu ments include the commercial terms 
applicable to a set of elem ents the use r may wish to select ; and 

a compu ter r eadable media having encoded thereon a plurality of web documents atorod 
on electron i c me di a funning pages of an electronic catalog, the web documents generated from 
elements selected in accordance with contract terms between a purchasing entity and the vendor, 
and at least one web document containing commercial terms applicable to the selected elements^ 
wherein said commercial terms include both intrinsic te rms an d extrinsic terms : 

wherein said a-web server foi^ roviding provides electronic access to the catalog to users 
authorized by the purchasing entity and forwards an order by the use r to a vendor for fulfillment, 
wherein t he order includes the intrinsic and extrinsic terms req uired to satisfy the order . 

3. (Currently Amended) A method of providing electronic procurement to a purchasing 
entity comprising: 

accessing a database containing dynamic elements of an on-line catalog, the elements

including items suppliablc by a vendor: 

constructing an electronic catalog having one or more pages by selecting elements to be 
included in the pages, and generating commercial terms applicable to the included elements; 
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where the selecting and generating steps are performed in accordance with contract terms 
between the purchasing entity and ihc vendor, w herein said commercial t er ms include both 
intrin si c terms and extrinsic te rms ; 

providing electronic access to the catalog to users authorized by the purchasing entity; 

providing an interface to o ne or more documents tha t a n authorized user can, ac cess 
which o ne or more documents in clu de the commercial term s a pplicable to a set of ele ments the 
ii sc r may wish to select; 

accepting browsing commands from the user to display catalog pages selected by the 

user; 

providing an electronic shopping basket function configured to hold the identification of 
items chosen by the user from the displayed catalog pages; 

sending contents of the electronic shopping basket to a vendor for fulfillment of the B 
identified items to the purchasing entity in accordance with the contract terms , wherein t he 
scndjn g includes sending botht h c intrinsic and extrinsic t er ms required to satisfy t he_ord,er; and 

collecting a fee from the purchasing enti ty that is based on the value of the contents of the 
electronic shopping basket. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method of hosting an electronic procurement site ("e- 
procurement") by a host, the method comprising: 

providing an web-based interface for a user to access the e-procurement site; 

identifying the user's level of authorization when accessing the site to thereby engage in 
an e-procurcmcnt session with the host; 
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generating a plurality of web pages to form a user-specific catalog which includes a set of 
deliverables that may be supplied by a supplier to a purchasing entity, wherein items contained in 
the set of deliverables and commercial terms for the supply of the deliverables arc determined 
between the supplier and the purchasing cntky in advance of the c-procuvement .session , wherein 
said commercial terms include both intrins ic term s and extrinsic terms ; ftrtti 

providing an interlace to' one or mo re documents that an authorized us ercj an access, 
which one or more documents i nclude the commercial Lenns appl icable to a set of deliverables 
t he user may wish to select; 

^connecting the user through ihe web-based interface to catalog pages selected in response 
to the authorization level ; and 

foiwarding a n order from a user to a vendor for f ulfillment wherein the order includes 
the intrinsic and extrinsic t erms re quired to satisfy the order . 

5. (Currently Amended) A method of fulfilling electronic orders, the method comprising: 
providing a user electronic access to a catalog of deliverables that maybe ordered by the 

user where the catalog is constructed according to terms of a contract for purchase and sale of 

deliverables between a purchasing entity and a supplie r, wherein said terms i nclude both intrinsic 

terms and extrinsic t en n s ; 

providing an interface to one o r more documents that an aut horiz ed user can access^ 

which one or more docu ments include: the commer cial T erms applicable to a set ofdclivcra bl.es 

the user mav wish to s elect: 
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accepting browsing commands from the user to display catalog pages selected by the 

user; 

providing an electronic shopping basket function configured to hold the identification of 
items chosen by the user from the displayed catalog pages; and 

sending contents of the electronic shopping basket to a vendor for fulfillment of the 
identified items to the purchasing entity in accordance with the contract terms , wherei n said 
sending includes sending both t he intrinsi c and extrinsic terms required to satisfy t he ordex 

6. (Currently Amended) A method of hosting an electronic procurement site ("e- 
procurement' ') by a host comprising: 

providing on web-based interlace lor a user to access the e-procurement site to thereby 
engage in an e-procurement session with the hose; 

receiving user information when accessing the site; 

generating one or more web-page listing items and prices associated with the listed items 
suppliable by an OEM to a purchasing entity, where the listed items and prices arc determined 
between the OEM and the purchasing entity in advance of the e-procurement scssion,j^hexein 
said generating inc ludes usi ng, commercial terms of a pre-estab lishe d contract between the OEM 
and the pun:h;isin^ entity, and the commercial t erms include both intrinsic terms and e xtrinsic 
terms : 

connecting the user through the web-based interlace to selected ones of the user-specific 
web-page where the selection is performed in response to the user information; 
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providing a n interface to one or more d ocuments that an au thori zed user can access, 
which one or mo re documents inclu de the commercial terms ap plicable to a set ofitcmsjhejjser 
ma y wish to select; 

accepting an order for a listed item at the associated price from the user; 

forwarding the order to a VAR for fulfillment of the ordered listed item at the associated 
price to the purchasing entit y, wherein the orde r in cludes both the intri nsic and extrinsic terms 
required to fu 1 fi 1 1 t he order ; 

tracking the order on demand from the user; and 

reporting the status of the tracked order on demand from the user. 

7, (Currently Amended) A method of providing electronic procurement from a host to a 
user within an organization comprising: 

constructing a set of purchasable items incorporating a pre-established standard of the 
organization . wherein said pre-c stnh lished standard in cludes both intrin sic terms and extrin sic 

providing an electronic interface between the host and the user; 

p r ovidinii: an interfac e t o one or more do c uments that an autho ri zed user can acces s, 
whi ch one or more d ocu ments include the com mercial terms appl ica ble to a set of ite m s the user 
m ay wish to select; 

determining a subset of items for display to the user, and associated data for each of the 
displayed items, consistent with the pre-established standard; and 
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forwarding an order for selected ones of the displayed items selected by the user to a 
vendor where the vendor and host [and] agreed in advance or the forwarding that the order will 
be fulfilled in accordance with the pre-established standard, wh erein the order, i n cludes both the 
intrinsic an d ext rinsic terms re quir ed to fulfill th e order. 

8, (Currently Amended)- A method of providing automated procurement from a host to a 
user within an organization comprising: 

constructing a set of items purchasable by the organization in accordance with terms of a 
pre-established contract between an original equipment manufacturer and the organization^ 
wherein said c on tract includes b ot h intrinsic ter ms and extrinsic te rms; 

providing an web-based interface between the host and user for user access to displayable 
web-pages; 

wher ein said web-ba se d interface pro vid es an interface, to one or more d o cuments that a n 
authori zed user can access, which on e o r more documents include the c o mmercial term s 
appli cable to a set of i te ms the user m ay wish to select; 

determining, in response to user request for access, a subset of items for display on web- 
pages and associated pricing tor each item in the subset consistent with the contract and both, the 
intrin sic terms and e xtr insic terms ; and 

forwarding an order for user-selected ones of the items in the subset lo a value added

reseller where the value added reseller and host agree in advance of the forwarding that the order 
will be fulfilled in accordance with the terms of the contrac t wherein thc o rder includes b ojhthe 
intrinsic an d extrinsic term s required to f u If ill the order . 
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9. (Currently Amended) A system for enabling automated procurement between a host 
and a user within an organization comprising: 

a database containing a set of items purchasable by the organization in accordance with 
pre-established terms of a contract between an original equipment manufacturer and the 
organization and further containing decision rules derived from the contract terms , wherein said 
contract terms inc l n d c . bot h intrinsic terms and extrinsic terms ; 

a serv er providing a web-based interlace for electronic communication between the host 
and the user , said server providi ng an int erface to one or more documents that a n authorized user 
can access , which one or more documents include th e com mercial terms applicable to a se t of 
items the user mny wish to selec t; 

a dceihk m^i^ino proccssor.coupled to the database for determining a subset of items for 
display on web-pages at the user's location and associated pricing for each item in the subset in 9 
accordance with the rules and user instructions received through the interlace; and 

a communications link portrti coupled to the ti ceision - cugino process or for forwarding an 
order for user-selected ones of the items in the subset to a value added reseller where the value 
added reseller and host and agree in advance of the forwarding that the order will be fulfilled in 
accordance with the terms of the pre-established contrac t wherein the order inc lud es both the 
intrinsic terms and extrin sic ter ms required to fulfill the orde r. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method of providing web-based procurement from a host to 
a user within an organization comprising: 
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constructing a set of items purchasable by the organization in accordance with pre- 
established terms of a contract between an original equipment manufacturer and the organization^ 
wherein said te rms include both intrinsic terms and extrinsic terms ; 

providing an web-based interface between the host and the user; in response to user 
instructions received through the interlace, determining a subset of items lor display on web- 
pages and associated pricing for each item in the .subset consistent with the contract , said web- 
based interface providi ng an int erface to one or more doc ument s that an authorized user c an 
access, which on e or mor e documents include the co mmercial terms applicable to a set of items 
the use r may wish to select ; 

sending the subset of items and associated pricing for display on web-pages, the currency 
for the displayed associated pricing being selectable by the user; 

accepting an order for user-selected ones of the items in the subset where the user- 
selecting function and total monetary value of the order is subject to limits authorized by the 
organization; and 

forwarding die accepted order to a value added reseller where the value added reseller and 
host and agree in advance of the forwarding that the order will be fulfilled in accordance with the 
terms of the contract , wh ere in the order includes b ot h the intrinsic terms and e xtri nsic terms 
require d to f ulfill the order . 

1 1. (Currently Amended) A method of fulfilling electronic ordering comprising: 
constructing a catalog of a set of deliverables, members included within the set and prices 
associated with each member are established between a purchasing entity and a supplier prior to 
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the electronic ordering , wherein said constructing inc ludes using both intrinsic terms and 
gxtrinsifi term s of an agreement between th e purc hasing entity and supplier; 

providin g an interface to one or m ore d ocuments that an authorized ..u se r can access, 
which one or more d ocu mc nts include the commercia l term s applicable to a set of delive rables 
the user may wish to select; 

making the constructed catalog available on-line to users authorized by the purchasing 

entity; 

receiving orders for the deliverables from the authorized users; and 

generating, from the received orders, purchase orders to a vendor to initiate fulfillment of the 
ordered deliverables to a location designated by the user or purchasing entity in accordance with the 
established terms , wherein the purchase orders i nclude both the intrinsic te rms and extrinsic terms .
